In times paſt 
he that held by violence that was not his owne, 83 
converted other mens goods fo his owne ule, oz ſought 
either by fraudulent oꝛ violent meanes to take away 
their lands oꝛ livings, was accounted a fhxte, and the 
la wes pꝛeſcribed ſeverall puniſhments, and kindes of 
death, accoꝛding to the qualify of the offence. But it 
there were commiſſion granted at this dap, to hang up 
all ſuch the ves and robbers, J thinke we ſhould rather 
want gibbets then ther ves to furniſh them. Theſe 
woꝛldlings (no doubt) are poſſeſſed with Pammon, 
that great Maſter divell, they le&epe in ſinne, and it is 
high time to wake them. Either hey thinke there is no 
God, oz J muſk thinke they are no men. 

What meane pou mp \Bzethzen and Connfrymen - 
will pour covetous minds ne ver be ſatisfied :? Chꝛiſt 
bath redeemed poufrom the wozld, and will por fill 
be partners with the Divell, in poſſeſſing the woꝛld: It 
will ſhoꝛtly paſe a wap and periſh befoꝛe pour epes: & 
will you make it your God? Mhat madnelle is it to 
repoſe pour kelic ity in that which is nothing elle but 
troubles fo pour bodies, dfſquietneſſe fo pour minds, 
cares to pour hearts, inticements of vice to pour Chil⸗ 
dzen, ſ&des ol envy fs pour neighbours, and occaſion 
to pour enemies: never got withont travell, kept 
without danger, no lekt without ariefe.

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The Chariot of covefonſneſſe is ſaid to bee carried of Barnard, 
foure wheles of vices. churliſhneſle, faint courage, con⸗ 
tempt of God, and fo2octfulneſſe of death, if is dzawn by 
two hoſes, called greedp to catch, and holdfaft : the car⸗ 
ter that dzibeth if. deſire fo have, and the carfer hath a 
whip :alled loath to fo2goe.

Though our P2eachers have bane very painekull and 


diligent in diſcharging their duty in ſome meaſure, ret 
is there noted a creat fault in many, who have gone ſo far 
in ſeking refozmatior, in doctrine, that the people are 
growne toa plaine defozmation in life and manners: a⸗ 
ga ine they make great onfcryes againſt vice in generall

And as a lear⸗ 
ned man laid once they are like cockes nipped with kites 
cla ws. they cackle but they crow not. Agains, thep have 
gone ſo farre beyond the bounds of mode ſtp, in ſearching 
and ripping the blemiſhes and infirmifies ok their fel: 
lo wes in open place as their calling is almoſt bꝛought to 
M open contempt. 

Spirituall paſkozs amongſt our el:ers were had in 
great eſtimation and credit; but in theſe our wiefched 
dates they are rather dildained, envied, and defpiſed, inſo⸗ 
much as though a G ꝛaduate in ſcholes, oꝛ a Gentleman 
by birth, pet the very habite and name of a Miniſter, ſer⸗ 
meth ſo fo difarace his credife and eſtimat ion, as everp 
inkeriour perlon is p2eferred and thought wozthp to take 
his place befoʒe him. And as the foure cardinall vices in 
the luperiour ſozt bekoze touched, are molk grievous to 
the people, and cauſe of great inconvenience inthe com⸗ 
mon wealth: ſo there bes thꝛer ſozts of men molt grie⸗ 
vous to the Clergp, and chiele cauſe of that intollerable 
contempt of their kunt ion.

that they were ſpics ſent to ſearch the Citie foke Davids 
ſer vants, and ſhaved halktheir beards and cut off their agar:

And even in like manner doe greedy Patrones deale with

by their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs in the City of Munſter,

And as 
fn ſix dapes the L 62d made the woꝛld, and reſted the ſeventh 
dap, ſo within the compaſſe of ſire thouſand pecres , he will 
gather his Church by the miniſtery of his woꝛd & the ſeventh 
hep holp his everlaſting Sabboth. Agatre, that Henoch and 
Elias, the one in generation the other in computation in peers, 
being the ſebenth from Adam, the firſt in not taſting of tem- 
porall death, as the other 6. Fathers beloꝛe him, was a figure 
of the laſt dap: the ſecond being taken up in a ſierp Chariot, 
did p2efigure the aſcenſton of the Elect , merting their Nedee⸗ 
mer in the clouds. Hereupon they conclude, that the wozld 
ſhall not ſtand above ſix thouſand peeres.

he office of a Pꝛeacher is a dignity of 1... ,_.. 
Ne oreat reverence , honour and eſtimat ion. 1 Cor. 4 1. 
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foz confozfation , perſwaſton and delextation : fo2 the mut- 
titude, as Horace ſaifh, is like amonffrous beaſt with mas 
ny heads, and like diverſify ofnafures, and commonly the 
moſt part ignoꝛant an d foliſh: who though the doxrine be 


never lo wholeſome, pet without variety are ſoone dulled and 
wearied, ſo greatly is the nature of man delighted with no- 


velties: that without change and vartety, nothing ſermeth 
pleaſant to his loathſome apretite. One kind of Muſtcke, 
though never ſo wert, pet without vartefy is loathſome fo 
the eares. One kind of meat, though never ſo daintp, pet 
without var ic ty gluttiſh to the taſt: and one kind of matter 


though never ſo well framed, pet without variety ſeemeth 


And koꝛ that cauſe were figures fir ſt 
invented, fo refreſh the audience with pleaſure : and to this 
end ſerbe Petaphozes, Fables, and wile ſapings of Poets, 
and Philoſophers , which being rightly unverftsod in ſenſe 
and allego2p , and aptly applyed in time and place convent- 
ent, confaine very p2ofitable leſſons, to inſtruct unto verfue 
and codlines, and as if were to ſpople the d gypttans of their 
Jewels: and ſo are the arts of Logtke an Rhefozike very 
neceſſary handmatds to Divinity, where n are five things 
requifite, as well in a P2eacher as in an Dzatsz. The firft, 
inventton to find out mert arguments and reaſons , to pzoove 
and confirme everp matter, wherenpon queſtion map ariſe. 
The ſecond, diſpoſition, fo frame and diſpoſe the matter in 
right oꝛder. The third, Elocufion , fo adozne andbeautfifie 
the ſame with apt wozds and picked ſentences. The fourth, 
a good memozp , fo pꝛeſerbe and kæpe ſuchthings as the wif 
hath concetbed. The fiff, pꝛonotmciation, which is a mode - 


rate and ſemely behaviour, both of vopce, geſture and coun- 


fenance, with a comely motton of the body, and exacneſſe of 
ſpœch, fo as the woꝛds doe agree with the matter, and the ge-- 
ture with the mind, whereby the hearers ars as mach mobed 
and drlighted, as with doctrine it ſelfe. Demeſthenes being 


aſked what was the firſt, ſecond , and third points of an 


Daatoz, anfwered, P ꝛonunciation: meaning that Art with, 
out utterance is to ſmall purpoſe. Some ſpeake ſhzill,

Some loke grim and 
ſtearne with the Melſhmans wig; the Italian ſhzugge and 
the pꝛeciũan Snevill, as though he came to kray the audience. 
And ſome tand ſa long abouf inſkrucing the ſoules, as 
though they had foꝛgotten the people had any bodies, who 
doe not ſo much ediſte as ted iſre. Mhereas a comelp, grave 
and moderate behaviour in voyce , geſture, and countenance, 
with a cleane ſenſible tongue fo deliver his words plainly, 
diſtinctly, and modeſtly, with diſcretion fo oꝛder the matter 
aptly, pithilp and bzteflp, dofh beſt inſfruc, ſoneſt p2ofif, and 
moſt ediſie. 

A god P ꝛeacher alſo muſt be wiſe,circumſpect and diſcreef
